After he got 
through working it seemed to leak a 
‘little worse than before, although he 
charged more than a good job would 
have been worth. That man is idlea 
good deal of the time, and his family 
has hard work to get sufficient cloth- 
ing. 
_ A third gentleman said he hired a 
big stout fellow te saw some wood, 
and the price was agreed on e 
hand. Afterwards he found a good 
many sticks too long, for the stove, and 
they had to be cut again. In piling 
up the wood the man had broken the 
feace considerably. He never said a 
word, but hired another man next 
time. Others seem to do the same, 
for he has had to get help from the 
county to keep his family, while other 
sawyers have money in the bank. 

A merchant said he bought some 
packed butter from a farmer that 
looked very nice on top, but below 
was a layer of older butter that had 
been badly churned. That man has 
trouble in selling his produce, and gets 
the lowest prices. He is poorer than 
he was ten years ago. 

Still another man said many years 
ago he bought a bolt of muslin of a 
merchant fer cash, and found after- 
wards that a neighbor had got the 
same kind at a lower price and had it 
charged. The reason was that he bad 
aglib tongue and impudence. The 
merchant’s goods get faded and out of 
style and he often sells out at cost. 
Other men have started on jess money 
and got rich. He keeps about where 
be started. Examples could easily be 
multiplied. They prove the oldefash- 
ioned maxim, Honesty is the best 
policy,” and. by it men of industry 
and intelligence can rise in the world. 
Without it permanent success is im- 
possible. Give value received for 
every dollar you get, and do not let a 
dollar go without receiving its value.

prepared by the Board of Trade in 
San Francisco. In that city there are

The same condition of things ex- 
tends through all branches of industry. 
In California the Chinese are exten- 
sively engaged in making all the fol- 
lowing articles: 

Boots and shoes, barrels, brushes, 
boxes, brooms, blankets, bricks, blinds, 
clothing, cans and canned goods, cigars 
and cigar boxes, cloth, cordage, furni- 
ture, flannels, gloves, harness, jewelry, 
jute bagging, knitted goods, leather, 
matches, paper, rope, soap, straw 
goods, sashes, saddles, shirts and under 
clothes, slippers, twine, tinware, wine, 
willow-ware and whips. Also, em- 
ployed as cooks, carpenters, domestic 
servants, expressmen, farm laborers, 
fishermen, firemen on steamers, laun- 
drymen, locksmiths, miners, painters, 
peddlers, sign writers, waiters, and at 
repairing clecks and watches.. Also, 
employed in chemical works, flour 
mills, lumber and planing mills, dis- 
tilleries, powder factories, smelting 
works, vineyards, on railroads, ranches, 
and in almost every department of in- 
dustry as laborers. 


EDITORIAL NOTF’%. 


There is no reason to doubt that a 
sixteen-year bill would be vetoed by 
the President, and itis the belief of 
Republicans that Farley and his 
Democratic associates intend if possi- 
ble, to secure the passage of a bill 
which will iavoke another veto. 
With all their show of zeal, they pre- 
fer that no bill shall become a law, 
provided they can fix the responsibil- 
ity of the failure upon the Republi- 
cans. It will be remembered that 
when the vetoed bill was passed by 
the Senate Farley proposed, and by 
aid of Democratic votes, secured the 
adoption of two or three amendments 
which had ne other object than to 
make the bill objectionable. One of 
these was the prohibition of the im- 
migration of skilled laborers; another 
forbade the naturalization of Chinese 
by any State court. There was no 
pretense that these things were de- 
manded on the Pacific coast, nor was 
there any attempt to secure their 
adoption by the Committee before the 
bill was reported to the Senate. The 
insincerity of the Democrats in all 
their actions upon the Chinese ques- 
tion is proved by the introduction of a 
measure which will almost certainly 
encounter a veto should it pass the 
two houses of Congress.

An Ex-Minister’s Views. 
New York, April 7. 
The Herald publishes a long letter 
from George F. Seward, ex-Minister 
to China, on the Chinese. question, in 
which he said: his own view of the 
matter is, that the Chinese - high 
officials, while swayed by a variety. of 


considerations, felt keenly the indig- 
nity offered to their nation in our pro- 
posal to discriminate between their 
people and those of other countries in 


the Chinese Commissioners who ne- 
gotiated the treaty in particular ex- 
pected to justify themselves before 
the nation for assenting to such dis- 
crimination by saying that we would 
be found soon asking China, as other 
nations had done, to put no obstacles 
in the way of emigration. To the 
question of how the Chinese will re- 
gard the President’s veto, there is no 
occasion to make a detailed answer. 
The Chinese Minister at Washington, 
in a memorandum, which, like all 
Chinese state papers, is studiously dig- 
nified and courteous, has pointed out 
to the United States the features, or 
at least some of the features, of the 
yetoed bill which would be regarded 
with distavor there. He has not said 
what action if any his Government 
would take in retaliation if the bill 
should become a law. To those who 
know the nature of our treaty rela- 
tions with China and the character of 
that Government it is painfully ev. - 
dent they would not accept our course 
with Compiacency. It does not follow 
they would cut off their relations with 
the United States, but itis certain that 
we would lose all favor at the capital, 
and that our people in trade, our mis- 
sionaries, when abused by the people 
or by the lower officials, would find 
redress difficult to procure, Their 
success in one or the other sphere of 
effort depends not a little, to say the 
very least, upon the centinuance of 
friendly relations between the two 
governments. Separated by our act 
from a general concert of action 
among the western powers, yielding to 
an unjust cry against the Chinese in 
our midst, faithless to a position e for 
treaty stipulations, our tion would 
be one in which we could not fee! 
much respect for ourselves, and still 
less could we expect much from the 
Chinese. So far as the action ot the 
President saves us from such disad- 
vantages and humiliation, he will re- 
ceive the thanks of all those who are 
interested in that country. The day 
is not far distant when his veto will 
command unqualified Ble ap and 
admiration as a State paper worthy of 
the Chief Magistrate By a great people 
who regard duty and principle as par- 
amount to party cries and party neces- 
sities. The veto has saved us from a 
wrong step for the time being, but it 
should be said that our whole policy 
in this matter of immigration is wrong 

and that we ought to retrace all steps 
we have taken. To object to Chinese 
immigration, in so far as it is evil, can 
be justified to the Chinese, to the world 
at large, and to ourselves. If there 
are criminals who come from China, 
or lewd women, or diseased persons, 
or contract laborers, let us by all 
means shut them out; but let us at the 
same time stand by our principles in 
regard to the immigration of honest 
freemen, placing no bar against the 
Chinaman as a Chinaman, still less 
against the Chinaman as a laborer. 
Taking up this position, we shall meet 
all real difficulties of the situation, 
and conserve our principles while 
maintaining our influence with China 
and prospects of beneficial intercourse 


A Sensible Idea. 
New York, April 7. 
A Washington special says the new 
Secretary of the Interior gave expres- 
sion to his views on one point of the 
Indian question to-day, that indicates 
the modification of Secretary Kirk- 
wood’s policy. He was asked what he 
thought Pot the allotment of land in 
severalty to Indians. Said he, “the 
allotment in severalty I den’t regard 
racticable, except in cases where 
indi ans are partly civilized. It is of 
no use to put wild Indians on land 
parcelled out to them, because they 
won't stay on it. If we do. they do 
not want a lot of land set off for them- 
selyes, because they don’t realize the 
worth of it. If Indians are somewhat 
civilized, so as to know the value of 
land, and what it may be e to 
produce, and then are broken in to 
work it, it might do to give them a 
farm, but the wild Indians do not 
want a ferm, and will not stay on one 
if it is given them. It is believed 
that the Indian wag! under the new 
Secretary will 
more firmness in practical dealing 
with Indians than for some years.

San FRancisco, April 7.

It 
sets a degrading mark of competition 
with Coolies from China upon labor 
and the workingmen of America; it 
treats with contemptuous derision the 
unanimous protests and appeals of the 
entire Paciſſe Coast. On behalf of the 
people of Oregon we disapprove, con- 
demn, and declare it to be the duty of 
every citizen, regardless of party, to 
express his disapprobation with his 
vote as well as with his voice.” The 
ticket completed is as follows: Sec- 
retary ot State, J. K. Weathersford;

An Unfounded Report Regarding Amer- 
ican Suspects in English Prisons. 
) Lonpon, April 7. 

A Times Dublin special says the re- 
port that the Irish American suspects 
have been liberated on condition that 
they quit the country, except two or 
three who retused to accept the con 
ditions, is unfounded. About six of 
the suspects who are naturalized citi- 
zens of the United States, have been 
released within the last three weeks, 
but only on the same grounds as were 
the others who were liberated. 
Their citizenship is entirely discon- 
nected with theirj release, the execu- 
tive holding that all persons resident 
in Ireland are liable to English law, 
and are to be treated as British sub- 
jects. . Among this class-who were re- 
leased was Boynton, who was libera- 
ted on account of ill health. There 
are only four of the same class now 
imprisoned.
